Mrs Ho 1 1 is a 
highly cult i vated woman, ,.n esteem- 
ed member of the educated society 
of Washington, and a oharmlng 
hostess at the Bras d' Or summer 

home. I had known her honored 
father, Mr Gardiner (i. Hubbard, 

many years ago in Huston. He was 
• in intelligent gentleman, who by 
his faith in I'rol. Hell's invention 
of (he telephone, and the. material 
ilid which he gave to his experi- 
ments ciml i ibuled to the success of 
an enterprise, which has conferred 
incalculable blessings upon man- 
kind, and rewarded its inventor .and 
promoters as few of our modern 
miracles have done Prof. Hell's 
venerable father still lives to enjoy 
his son's triumphs, and was at bis 
lakeside home with other guests, at 
the time of my visit.

Prof. Hell has built his laboratory 
and workshop. Kor several years

Last month this city had an un- 
ique visitor in the person of Henry 
d. Stephens, blind and deaf, yet 
contented with life, smiling and at 
ease when conversing with people. 

Born in this country 60 years ago, 
he enlisted in the Civil War when 
quite a young man. He fought 
gallantly, and at 25 years of age 
was, as the result of an accident 
in a terrific battle, stricken totally 
blind and deaf, but fortunately 
still retaining the power of speech. 

For his own private use he has 
devised a glove on which is Inscrib- 
ed all the letters of the alphabet, 
by which means people can express 
their thoughts to him. In answer- 
ing, he ■peak* like any ordinary 
person. He is not versed in the 
sign language, having neverattund- 
ed any of the various deaf-mute 
Institutions (though it is not abso- 
lutely necessary) but is proficient 
in the single-hand alphabet, and is 
always delighted in using it when 
dialling with his deaf-mute friends. 

Among thus* with w horn he 
claims acquaintanceship, and of 
whom he spoke in lones of high ad- 
miration, are Prof. Italph Atwood, 
of the deaf-mute Institution at 
Columbus, O., Principal Rising, of 
the old 44th Street School, Prof.

worn and washed, and it retains its 
exquisite soilness nrid hi l ape 

indefinitely. It also makes the 
most delightful and comfortable 
matinee*, jackets and house drosses, 
is exceedingly durable and is 
becoming to almost every one. 
There an- few materials that have 
■ wider range of usefulness than 
this French flannel. With appro 
printo trimming, very handsome 
costumes may be made, while for 
infants and children its Importance 
can scarcely be overesl i mated. 
Whoever has died this flannel will 

never willingly return to the 

ordinary grades with which we are 

all so familiar. 

To be sure, the original invest- 
ment is somewhat more, but in 
view of the fact that it. may be worn 
for years and washer! without 
shrinking, it is a decidedly 
economical outlay of money. Gar- 
ments are now in use that have 
boon Worn frrl three succeeding 
seasons, and 8 re as clear and fresh- 
look ing as after t ho first laundering, 
and that, too, without any percep- 
tible shrinkage.

Il Should be rinsed 
in light suds of the same tempera 
Cure and hung out to diy without 

wringing. Indeed, all woolen ma- 
terials are better if allowed to drain 
dry. Flannels should be taken 

from the line oefore they are 
perfectly dry and carefully smooth- 
ed with an iron just warm enough 
to take out the wrinkles. Under 
no circumstances should they be 
touched with hot irons, as this 
shrivels the wool-fibers and injures 
Ihe durability as well as the appear 
a me of the fabric. With icason 
able cure, fine goods will outlast 
heavier and cheaper one*, and will 
be Infinitely more profitable in 
the long run.
